THE TORNADO- 

Further rarticuliirs of the Great 
Storm. 

Chicago, July G. — Tho littlo liamlot 
of Rockdale, three miles south of this 
city, was swept away as with the hes- 
om of destruction. Every building in 
tho town save Catfish mill was washed 
from its foundations and torn into a 
wreck that quite defies description. 
The dozen buildings, all that were lo- 
cated on the bottom lands of the Cat- 
fish creek, were carried down the 
storming and boiling curront, crushing 
them into fragments that are indistin- 
guishable and scatterod for miles along 
tho borders of the stream. Stores 
shops, dwelliugs.barns and overyttung 
fell beforo the terrible tornado that 
came rolling in great surges down the 
ton mile -valley through which the 
Catfish river runs. "Whrjre eighteon 
hours ago was a quiet unsuspecting 
and happy littlo rural villago is now 
only a wasto of waters and timber, the 
wreck of buildings, of household mer- 
chandise, mud and uprooted trees. 

Thirty-nine hnman beings were hur- 
riedly ssvept from lifo into the great 
maolstrom of death. Men, womon 
and children to that number wero 
drowned and the stiff bodies of the 
thirty that have been rescued up to this 
hour were ranged sido by side along 
tho side of tho mill awaiting tho last 
sad funeral rites. Some ot the bodies 
were found in tho debris of the crush- 
ed buildings near tho scene of their 
death, while others, and the greater 
part of them, were found all along the 
banks from a few rods to a rnilo down 
tho stream. Some were almost en- 
tirely hidden from view by the floods 
of mud that had been swept along by 
the mad waters with perhaps only a 
baud exposed to sight, or a foot or a 
part of the face, or perhaps only a 
small portion of their clothes. A largo 
number of children, boys and girls, 
ranging from three to twelve years of 
ago comprised this dread holacust,and 
altogether the scene was a most sick- 
ening one. Through the day the 
people of the village had joined more 
or less in the festivities of the Centen- 
nial Fourth. In the evening the rain 
began to fall, and all took shelter in 
their homes or at the stores or saloons. 
About half an hour after midnight the 
Catfish had become so swollen that 
tho streets wero overflowing, and 
escape to the surrounding highlands 
cut off. Higher and higher rose tho 
rushing waters, while tho storm kept 
pitilessly on. Down rolled the surging 
water in groat waves several foot high, 
and soon the smaller buildings were 
swept away. At about one o'clock a 
portion of the dam gave way, and this 
was followed by the crash of the 
railroad bridge, the fragments of 
which went tearing down striking the 
hotel and Home's store. Both of 
these wero capsized, the former being 
torn in pieces and the latter swung 
against a large tree standing but a few 
feet away, against which it lodged, 
resting up against its side. Now the 
stream had grown to 2,000 feet in 
width and fully 20 feet deep. As the 
buildings wero swept into the creek 
the inmates wore hurried into tho 
surging current, their voices crying 
out for help amidst the roar of tho 
thunder and crash of the storm, while 
tho lurid lightning Hashed every min- 
ute, lighting up tho dreadful scene for 
an instant, then leaving it blacker 
than before. Altogether tho scene 
was one to touch a heart of stono. 
Thousands of people have visited the 
acono during tho day, and people are 
coming and going constantly. Tho 
neighbors, with kindly alacrity, open- 
ed their doors to such of tho afflicted 
as remained, and afforded every com- 
fort in their power. Thirty-one bodies 
of the drowned have been recovered. 
Tho search will bo continued until all 
aro found. 

The damago in the city of Dubuque 
will not bo repaired in many months. 
It is impossible to estimate tho loss. 

Chicago, July 7. — A Des Moines, 
Iowa, special gives further dotails of 
the terrible tornado in Central Iowa 
on Tuesday night. It appears that the 
facts aro much worse than at first re- 
ported. Many families are loft with- 
out clothing, and the scene is heart- 
rending. Reports from other parts of 
"Warren county show that tho storm 
was general and disastrous. About 
fifty houses wore blown away and their 
inmates killed or badly hurt. From 
Madison, Iowa, reports aro equally 
disastrous. Reports from Norwalk 
state that tho house of Mr. Gideon 
was swept away and hiswifo and three 
children drowned. Between Winter- 
set and Norwalk eleven persons wero 
killed, seven drowned and four struck 
by lightning. Tho devastation is ter- 
rible and cannot bo known umil com- 
munication is reestablished. 



Bib Henry TnostraoN is enduring tho 
animadversions of covoral English 
newspapers. A fow years ago ho ex- 
pressed his opinion that one-half of 
the cases with which ho was called up- 
on to deal wore due to indulgence in 
alcoholic liquors beyond reasonnblo 
limits. Quite rocontly he has again 
expressed himself to the same effect. 
A conference of ladios has boon held 
at London to consider tho growing 
ovil of intemperance, and Sir Honry 
has written to thoir president, Lady 
Jauo Ellico, a lottor which Good Tem- 
plars and teetotallers of all denomina- 
tions woleorne with enthusiasm. Ho is 
satisfied that fermented liquor of any 
kind is quite unnecessary as an articlo 
of diet, and he consequently hohls tho 
'daily wine' a luxury for which, socnor 
or later, a prico has to bo paid. His 
words aro guardod, but their purport 
is unmistakable. Ho evidently thinks 
that a man who habitually takes wino 
has mado a considerable stop on tho 
road towards delirium tremens, and that 
in any case -the prico which he will 
havo to pay is loss of health, or of 
mental power, or of calmness of judge- 
ment.'

The Sorvians, who aro commanded 
W by a Russian half-pay general, soeui to 
have met with some important succes- 
ses in Turkey, and aro pressing south 
ward with an elan and enthusiasm tliut 
fill the Turks with dismay. The re- 
ports from cither sido must bo receiv- 
ed with caution, and it is only from 
the positions of the respective armies 
after a fight that one can form an opin- 
ion as to tho side with which victory 
rests. Tho Servians who hold their first 
positions and advanced several miles 
into Turkey biuco the first battle aro 
clearly entitle;! to claim tho victory. 
Tho railway communications of the 
Turkish army with Constantinople is 
uow threatened, lint it must bo ro- 
membercd that the Turks have not 
yet had time to throw a largo army 
^ across the path of the 100,000 Servi- 
ans, and until they have done that, 
speculation as to the probable result 
of the war would be usoless. One 
cannot help seoing that the recent 
warlike evonts aro analagous with tho 
events that led to the Crimean war.

LAST MGHfSJJISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

Berne, July 7. — A passenger train 
from Ibis city for Lausanne cmrjo iu 
collision to. day at Palisieux with an- 
other coming from Lausanne. Both 
cnoines were destroyed, sovoral cars 
demolished aud ten juusons killed. 

Paris, July 7. — An oOicial tele- 
graph i'u dispatch received at Belgrade 
announces that after ton hours' des- 
perate lighting at ttochka tho Turks 
have lied to Nonibalao. Tho Servians 
occupied the territory between Itoebka 
and Nonibalne. The Servian loss is 
inconsiderable. The army under Slack 
crossed tho frontier near Zavoo on 
Thursday. They found tho Turks on- 
trenched in a very favorable position, 
but wero able to dislodgo them after 
hvo hours' severe lighting. 

London, July 8. — Tho "Standard's" 
dispatch from Belgrade dated July 
(lth, says ono hundred and thirty 
wounded Servians of tho army of tho 
Dwinahavo arrived there. They ro- 
port that during tho lighting id Delina 
the garrison of the Turkish guard- 
house and the inhabitants defended 
themselves to the utmost against tho 
Servians. In tho streets a torriblo 
massacre ensued in which almost all 
tho inhabitants perished. 

The "Times" Vienna correspondent 
and tho Russian telegraphic agency 
both confirm the report that Shemay- 
off has taken bLhpalauka. Tho "Times" 
Vienna dispatch also reports that the 
Turks did not take tho main position 
at Sitchscar, but captured tho conti- 
guous earthworks. Tho Servians are 
throwing up earthworks around Sitch- 
scar, principally for the dofonse of 
tho bridge across the river Tiuok. 

The "News" Berlin special reports 
that tho Turks are besieging Sitchscar, 
which has a garrison of 18,000 men. 

Paris, July S.~ Tho LeSoir says that 
all the advices received confirm tho report 
of the march of Tiechermanoff. 

Tho Courier de Prance reports that a 
great engagement has taken place between 
Tiuok and Iruvibod. Tin- Turks were 
dislodged aud the road is now open to 
the Servians. The Turks lost 700 killed 
ami also ]ui) prisoners at Herol, 

A dispatch from Alexandria to the Xcws 
announces that General Loriug, Comman- 
der-iu-( 'luof of the Egyptian army in 
Abyssinia, has arrived iu Cairo from Mas- 
sowah, Troops tor Constantinople are 
arriving at Alexandria. 



EASTERN STATES. 

Ohioaoo, July 7 The Times' Bismark 
special gives the following particulars of 
the Ousti>r massacre: In a recent dis- 
patch I informed you that Custer expect- 
ed to strike the Indians and give them 
battle on the i!4tn. lie left the mouth of 
the Rosebud on tho 22nd, with twelve 
companies of the 7th cavalry, striking tbo 
trail where Kono left it loading in the 
direction of the Little Horn, a Drauoh of 
the Big Horn. On the evening of tho 
-lth scouts discovered a fresh trail, and 
on tie- morning uf the 25th discovered an 
Indian village 'JO miles above the mouth 
of the Little Horn about three miles long 
and half a mile wide, fifteen miles away. 
Custer pushed his command rapidly 
through: they had nuuio a long march of 
78 miles m tin- 24 hours preceding tho 
battle and when near the village struck an 
abandoned tepee. While tho Indians 
were moving in hot haste as if iu retreat, 
Reno with seven companies of tho 7th 
Cavalry were ordered to the left to attack 
the village at its head, while (luster with 
live companies went to the right and com- 
menced a vigorous atmck. Kono fell on 
them with three companies of cavalry and 
was almost immediately surrounded, aud 
after an hour or more of desperate light- 
ing, during which ho lost Lieuts. Hodg- 
son ami Mcintosh. Dr. DeWolf aud 12 
men w ith several Indian scouts killed und 
many wounded, he cut his way through 
tin' Indians, crossed tho river and gained 
a blnflfaOO foetiu height, where he en- 
trenched and was soon joined by Colonel 
Benton with four companies. In the 
ineantimnt.be Indians resumed the at- 
tack, which had abated in vigor for an 
hour or making repeated and desper- 
ate charges which were repulsed with 
great slaughter to the Indians. They 
gainod higher bluffs, however, than the 
one occupied by Kctio, and us their arms 
were longer range and hotter than thoso 
of the cavalry they kept up a galling lire 
until nightfall. During tho night Reno 
strengthened his position and was pre- 
pared for t he attack, which was renewed 
at daylight. The day wore on; Reno bad 
lost iu killed and wounded a large por- 
tion of his commulld, forty odd having 
Keen killed beforo tbo bluff was reached, 
m.my of them in hand to hand pontliot 
wiili i he Indians, who outnumbered them 
ton to one, and his men had been without 
water thirty-six hours. The appeals of 
the uii iialed for water wero indeed heort- 
roudm; . It i lo the others were almost ox- 
huustod, in many ins tan 008 their tongues 
protuding from their mouths and few 
could six ak aloud. They tried to oat 
crackers but could not, moisten them, 
while the grass-blades which somo ate to 
give relief clung to their parched lips. 
In this slate of affairs they determined to 
gain water at all hazards, and Col. Ben- 
ton made a rally with his company and 
routed the mam portion of the Indians, 
who were guarding the approach to tho 
river to winch the soldiers ventured to 
get with their camp kettles aud can- 
teens for water. The fndian sharpshooters 
wore nearly opposite the mouth of tho ra- 
vino through which the brave boys ap- 
proached the liver, but tho attempt was 
made and though one man was killed und 
seven wounded tho water was gained and 
the command relieved. When the light- 
ing ceased for Iho night Bono caused his 
animals to be likewise relieved and fur- 
ther prepared for tho attack which he 
know would be resumed on tho next 
morning, and tho men kept in good heart 
but all wondered what had become of 
Custer. There had been 18 hours' light- 
ing and no word from their respected 
commander. Twenty-four hours mora 
lighting and suspense ensued, and tho 
Indians abandoned their village in groat 
confusion. Then Reno know that succor 
was near. Gen. Terry, with Gibbons' 
command and bis own infantry had ar- 
rived and, us the comrades in arms mot 



strong men wept on the neoks of oach 
other. After congratulations to tho gal- 
lant commander for his succoHsful de- 
fence inquiries wore made for Custor, but 
nono could toll where he wu3. Soon an 
officer oamo rushing into camp and relat- 
ed that he had found Custor dead und 
stripped but not mutilated, and near him 
his two brothers, Cols. Tom and Boston 
Ouster, his brother-in-law Col. Calhoun, 
and nephew Col. Yates, Col. Koogh, dipt. 
Smith, Lt. Crittenden, son of Gen. Crit- 
tenden, Lt. Sturgis, son of Gen. Sturgis, 
Col. Coatt, Lt. Porter, Lt. Harrington, 
Dr. Lord and Murk Kellogg, tne Bismark 
Tribune's reporter, who was the only cor- 
respondent with tho expedition. Custer 
went into tbo battle with companies C, L, 
J, Fund E of tho 7th cavalry, with tho 
stuff and uon-couimissionod ctaff of his 
regiment aud a number of scouts, and 
only one Crow scout remains to toll the 
tale. Custer was surrounded on every 
sido by the Indians, and men and horses 
fell as thoy fought on the skirmish lino 
or iu tho lino of battle. Custer was 
among tho lust to fall, and when his 
chooriug voice was no longer hoard the 
Indiana made comparatively oasy work of 
the remainder. The bodies of all, save 
that of the Tribune's correspondent alone, 
wero stripped and most of them horribly 
mutilated. Ouster was not mutilated; 
he was shot through the body and through 
the head. Kellogg lay in the held us ho 
fell undisturbed. Perhaps oven tho In- 
dians, wdio bad learned to fear and re- 
spect Custer, had also realized the power 
of leadpencil and hud come to respect 
those who wield it. Tho troops cared for 
the wounded and buried tho dead and re- 
turned to their base for supplies and in- 
structions from the General of the army. 

Second Dispatch. 

EUBOPL. 

London, Juno 10. In tho Houso of 
Commons this afternoon Disraeli said tho 
Government had received nothing about 
tho Bulgarian outrages that had not alrea- 
dy transpired. Foster said he believed 
the reports were true, aud it was desirable 
to know the Government policy. Disrae- 
li said, "I ilo not deny there has been 
atrocities committed, but I bolievo tho 
roport is exaggerated." 

Tho Observer contains a Paris telegram 
stating that a Servian dispatch announced 
that a great battle is expected at Bolna. 

Tho War Minister bus removed General 
Zaoh in consequence of his recent defeat, 

Raousa, July 0. — Slavonic advices ro- 
port obout 1300 men killed at the battle 
of Seotiz, aud a considerable body of in- 
surgents inarching to Kick, u Turkish 
seaport on tho Adriatic Sea, to prevent 
the landing of Turkish troops thero. 

ATHENS, July 0. — The Government has 
received u telegram from Salouicu stating 
that Turkish troops left that place sud- 
denly to reinforce tho army near Metrou- 
itsay, as the Servians aro marching thi- 
ther and interruption between tho army 
and Salonica is feared.

EASTERN STATES. 
New York?, July 1 1.— A correspondent 
sends tho following from the scene of the 
lute Indian battle. Mcintosh, mounted 
on a bar, io which hud bo 3D wounded, wuh 
overtaken, pulled from his horse and plug- 
god with pistol shots while lying at tho 
feet of his murderers. In this state of con- 
fusion .'1 companies roaohod iho ford, a 
narrow puss, and into which men und 
horses were crammed and jammed with 
the Indians tiring into them at short range 
from front, Hank and rear. While in the 
river Lieut. HogdBOn was wounded and 
bis horse killed. He received another 
shot just as be reached the bunk am) tum- 
bled buck into tho river dead. The ford 
being paused a wild scramble commenced 
to reach the bluffs beyond. Tho side of tho 
river was ho stoop that the men wero com- 
pelled to cling to the neoks of their ani- 
mals to prevent sliding from thorn. Col. 
Smith declares the incline to bo tho steep- 
est be ever saw ascended by horses and 
mules. Though tho Indians were yelling 
on evory hand and tiring into the retiring 
forcout abort range, thoy gained the sum- 
mit anil just as thoy reached it eight men 
shot on tho way up foil from their horsGB. 



Lieut. Matthews at once set about build- 
ing barracks for a hospital ; dead animals 
and dead men wore used for this purpose 
us woll an storos from tho pack mules. 
Those who foil in tho retreat wero placed 
under Porter's charge and tho number 
rapidly increased. Surgoou Dewoif was 
killed just us he reached the summit and 
Porter was left alone with no holp until 
Girard escaped from tho thicket, when 
with his assistance two amputations were 
performed. O Ulcers informed your cor- 
respondent that when Custor came in 
sight of the 1800 lodge villago with up- 
wards of 7,000 inhabitants he (Custer) 
swung his hat and said: "Hurrah! Custor 
has struck the biggest Indian village on 
tho American Continent," Halting horo 
only for coffee he pushed forward at a 
rapid gait. Ho took livo oompanies for 
his personal command, gave Reno there 
and left four in reserve under Benton. 
Dr. Porter believes tho result would have 
been the same had Custer charged with 
his full force, only the massacre would 
have boon more terrible. Reno, instead 
of simply failing to accomplish any good 
result, so misconducted his forces as to 
harrass if not seriously and permanently 
mar all hopes of future success of the ex- 
pedition. He hud not only deliberately aud 
without a shadow of excuse failed to ob- 
serve written orders issued by Gen. Terry's 
personal directions, but ho had acted in 
positive disobedience to strict injunctions 
of the Dept. Commander. Instead of 
conforming his line of march to tho val- 
ley and water courses, laid down in his 
written orders, he moved his command 
to the mouth of Little Powder river then 
across to Tongue river; and instead of 
following tho latter stream down to its 
mouth, there to unite with the main com- 
mand, ho for some unaccountable and un- 
explained reason switched off from his 
prescribed course and marched across the 
country to Rosebud stream. He had been 
particularly cautioned not to approach 
as Custur had predicted tho Indians wero 
iu the neighborhood. An ell'ort to remedy 
Reno's blunder resulted in u terrible mas- 
sacre which is already known. The court- 
martial of Reno is hinted at.

EUROPE. 

London, July G. — At a meeting of 
Homo Rulers to-day, Isaac Butt, 
member of Parliament for the city of 
Limerick, presiding.it was resolved to 
submit to Parliament a proposal for 
amnesty to Fenians on the 1st of Au- 
gust next.

MEXICO. 

Havana, July 0.— Advices from Mex- 
ico to June 28 state that no engage- 
ments had occurred between the gov- 
ernment and revolutionary forces. Tho 
latter appear unwilling to risk a battle. 
Preliminary elections for President will 
bo held July 9. There was no oppos- 
ing candidate to President Lerdo. 
Revolutionists are trying to prevent 
tho holding of elections, and in a ma- 
j'-rity of districts this may prevent a 
constitutional election. The revolu- 
tionists claim that tho re-election of 
Lerdo will ensure his overthrow. This 
probably will happen eventually, 
though the government at present is 
able to maintain itself.

Silver Kettledrums. — A pair of 
silver kettledrums has just been pre- 
sented to the tho fifth Lancers (Brit- 
ish) regiment. Those drums, tho la- 
bor of five months, aro intended to ro- 
placo tho silver drums of tho regiment 
destroyed i n tho lire at tho Tower of 
London. Thty aro hammered out of 
sheet silver, and are 960 ounces in 
weight, with mountings of tbo pure 
metal. Silver drums aro not destined 
moroly for show for it is woll known 
that the 'ring' of silver haw a peculiar 
quality in its sound, as ull lovers of 
bell-ringing will attest in tho present 
instance. Wo aro told that its suprem- 
acy over tho material usually employ- 
ed is self-evident in the tone produced, 
whioh is both sweet aud sonorous. 
Four other cavalry regiments possess 
silver-kettledrums, lirst and second 
Life Guards, tho Royal Ilorso Guards 
(blue), and the third Hussars; the first 
three regiments received them as a gift 
from royalty, and ono of them, bo 
longing to tho third Hussars, was won 
in fair fight at tho battloof Dettingen, 
whoro it was captured by a trumpeter 
in tho faco of the enemy.

Address by His Excojtyncy at tho 
Ursulino Convent, Quebec. 

Queiieo, June 27.— The annual dis- 
tribution of prizes at the Female 
Normal School took place in tho hall 
of tbo Ursulino Convent yesterday. 
Lord and Lady Dufforin and suite 
wero present, and wero presented with 
an address by tho pupils. 

Iu his reply his Exeellenov eaid: — "Wo 
who are anxious about the future of oar 
country must havo great satisfaction in 
considering that thero should exist in the 
various Provinces of Canada such an ud- 
mirable machinery as is provided by these 
Normal Schools for tho diffusion of an at- 
mosphere of choori'ulnoss, eloguueo, pu- 
rity and intellectual activity in' tlio 
homes of the nation. This is especial- 
ly true us applied to tho women 
teachers of our schools, for it is on them 
wo must depend for tbo maintenance of 
u proper etaudurd of good manner, of ro- 
Mnement, and of that high moral tone of 
which these qualities ure tho outcome. 
And 1 trust you will always remember 
that tho execution of this portion of your 
functions is not less imporutivo upon you 
than aro the other branches of your pro- 
fession; and in relation to this particular 
part of your duties thero is ono peculiari- 
ty I have observed in this country, though 
not indigenous, but imported, which I 
think you might use your influence ad- 
vantageously to correct. I observe that 
it is an almost universal practice upon 
this continent, even on public occasions, 
in prize lists, roll calls, and in the inter- 
course of general society, for young la- 
dies to ho alluded to by their casual ac- 
quaintances, nay.even in the newspapers, 
by what in the old country wo would call 
thoir "pet" names, that is to say, those 
caressing, soft appellations of endearment 
with which their fathers and brothers.and 
those that aro nearest to them, strive to 
give expression to the yearning affection 
felt for them in the home circle. Now, it 
seems to mo to bo a monstrous sacrilege, 
und quite incompatible with tho dignity 
and self-reapoct due to the daughters of 
our land, aud with tho chivalrous rever- 
ence with which they should bo ap- 
proaehod, even in thought, that the ten- 
der, love invented, nomenclature of tho 
fireside should bo bandied about ut ran- 
dom in tho mouths of every empty -headed 
Tom, Dick and Harry on the street.whoso 
ldlo tongue may ohuueo to babble of them. 
For lasluuco, in the United States, beforo 
her marringej observed thut Miss Grant, 
the daughter of the occupant of tho most 
august position in the country, was gen- 
erally referred to in tho nowspupors as 
"Neliio," as though the puragraphist who 
wrote tho item had been hor playfellow 
from infancy; and even Lady Dufforin, I 
seo, has becomo "Kuto" in tho elegant 
phraseology of a United States magazine 
—though how Kate could havo been 
elicited from her Excellency's real Chris- 
tian name, I don't know. Of course, this 
is a small matter to which I have alluded, 
but it is not without significance when 
regurded us a national characteristic. Af- 
ter all, the. women of this continent aro 
ladies as refined, high-minded, and noblo- 
hearted as aro to be found in any country 
in tho world, and tho sooner wo get rid of 
this vulgar solecism tho hotter; and tho 
first place whore tho correction should be 
made is in our school lists, which are offi- 
cial documents, where young ladies ought 
to be entered in their full Christian 
names, and not in their nick-names, as 1 
have often seen done."
